To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Holderness 
in  the  County  of  Grafton  in  said  State,  qualified  to 
vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town 
House  in  said  Holderness  on  Tuesday,  the  tenth  d^y 
of  March,  next,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  at  which 
time  the  polls  shall  be  opened  and  shall  close  not 
earlier  than  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects: 

Article  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers. 

Article  2.  To  choose  a  delegate  to  the  State  Con- 
stitutional Convention. 

Article  3.  To  bring  in  your  vote  on  the  following 
question:  ''Shall  Sweepstakes  Tickets  be  sold  in  this 
town?" 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  Dollars  ($200.00) 
for  Memorial  Day. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Three  Hundred  Dollars 
($300.00)  for  advertising  by  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars 
($500.00)  for  the  Sceva  Speare  Memorial  Hospital. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  andi 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  Dollars  ($200.00) 
for  the  town  Health  Fund. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Five  Thousand  Dollars 
($5,000.00)    for  road   improvements. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  recom- 
pense Ethel  J.  Piper  in  the  amount  of  Three  Hundred 
and  Sixty-five  Dollars  ($365.00)  in  gratitude  for  her 
faithful  services  to  the  Town. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  Sixteen  Hundred  Dollars  ($1,600.00) 


for  the  Town  Library,  Four  Hundred  (?400.00)  of 
which  will  be  used  to  defray  present  indebtediness 
and  to  make  necessary  repairs. 

Article  11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  as  its  share  of  par- 
ticipation in  the  Urban  Planning  Assistance  Program 
as  authorized  by  the  Housing  Act  of  1954,  as  amended. 
(Any  funds  together  with  Federal  Funds  shall  be  for 
the  use  of  the  Zoning  Commission) 

Article  12.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take 
with  respect  to  adopting  a  resolution  concerning  the 
Livermore  Falls  Project  as  proposed  by  the  United 
States    Army   Corps    of  Engineers. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  make 
any  alterations  in  the  amount  of  money  required  to 
be  raised  and  appropriated  for  the  ensuing  year  for  the 
support  of  the  town,  as  recommended  by  the  Budget 
Committee  in  its  report,  to  raise  and  appropriate  all 
sums  so  determined,  and  to  pass  on  any  other  vote 
relating  thereto. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  convey  any  real  estate 
obtained  by  Tax  Collector's  Deed  and  execute  any  deed 
or  deeds  thereof  in  the  name  of  the  town. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  in  anticipation  of 
taxes. 

Article  16.  To  transact  any  other  business  that 
may  legally  come  before  said  meeting.

The  following  is  a  report  of  Health  Activities  con- 
ducted for  the  town  of  Holderness,  by  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Division  of  Public  Health — Public  Health  Nurs- 
ing, for  the  year  1963.  Please  have  printed  in  your 
Town  Report. 

On  February  26,  1963  a  Sterneedle  Tuberculin  Test- 
ing Program  was  conducted  at  the  school  (Holderness 
Grade) .  A  total  of  156  were  tested — 7  reacters  were 
found.  Home  visit  and  family  follow-up  was  done  on 
reactors  and  arrangements  made  for  Chest  Xrays 
either  through  private  physicians  or  New  Hampshire 
Tuberculosis  and  Health  Association  Chest  Xray 
Clinics  at  Plymouth. 

In  October  and  November  the  residence  of  Holder- 
ness were  given  the  opportunity  of  having  Booster 
Sabin  Type  3  vaccine  at  Plymouth  and  Ashland  Clinics 
and  to  complete  series  if  they  had  not  received  same 
at  previous  clinics.  Many  availed  themselves  of  the 
opportunity. 

On  October  8th  Sabin  Type  3  was  given  at  Holder- 
ness Boys'  School  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Henry 
Crane,  School  Physician,  and  assisted  by  Mrs.  Doris 
Plaisted,  Nurse  at  the  School.  A  total  of  Type  3  Sabin 
was  given  to  223  students,  personnel  and  their  families. 

Home  visits  were  made  in  Holderness  on  babies  and 
preschool  children  as  indicated  and  arrangements  made 
for  assistance  if  necessary. 

My  sincerest  thanks  to  Mrs.  Straw,  R.  N.,  School 
Nurse,  Staff  of  Holderness  Boys'  School  and  any  others 
Tvho  assisted  in  our  program.

The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative.

Article  III.  I  move  the  District  accept  the  reports 
of  the  audit  of  the  General  Fund,  Treasurer,  School 
Lunch  Program  that  was  made  by  the  Division  of 
Municipal  Accounting  of  the  State  Tax  Commission  and 
the  reports  of  the  Agents  of  the  District  as  printed  in 
the  Annual  Report. 

The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

Mr.  Willoughby  moved. 


Article  IV.  I  move  the  District  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $99,995.67  for  the  support  of  schools,

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  HoildernesS': 

I  respectfully  submit  my  ninth  annual  report  as 
your  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

STAFF: 

When  school  opened  in  September  the  following 
changes  had  taken  place:  Mr.  Robert  E.  McGlone,  who 
had  served  as  Teacher-Principal  for  the  past  nine 
years,  had  accepted  the  position  of  Principal  at  the 
Gilford  Elementary  School,  and  Clarence  W.  Bailey 
assumed  the  duties  of  Teacher-Principal. 

Mr.  Donald  E.  Chickering,  a  graduate  of  North- 
eastern University,  was  appointed  as  replacement  for 
Mr.  Bailey,  and  is  teaching  the  classes  in  Science  and 
Social  Studies  in  Grades  five  through  eight,  and  is  also 
the  physical  education  teacher  and  coach. 

Mrs.  Edward  Desmond,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth 
Teachers  College,  replaced  Mrs.  Paul  Arold  in  Grade 
One.  Mrs.  Desmond  was  released  from  duties  in  No- 
vember because  of  illness,  and  Mrs.  Clyde  Lavine,  a 
graduate  of  Keene  State  Teachers  College,  assumed 
the  duties  of  First  Grade  Teacher. 

Mrs.  Harold  Garland,  who  had  been  a  member  of 
the  staff  for  ten  years,  retired  from  her  duties  in 
Grades'  Two  and  Three,  and  her  replacement  is  Mrs. 
Clifford  Haughton,  a  graduate  of  Boston  University. 

Mrs.  Norma  Harper,  a  graduate  of  Garland  Col- 
lege, was  employed  as  a  Teachers-Aide  in  Grades  Two 
and  Three  on  a  part-time  basis  because  of  the  large 
enrollment  and  slow  learners. 

ADDITIONS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS: 

A  pre-pole  amplifier  was  installed  in  the  educa- 
tional T  V  system  in  order  to  obtain  better  reception. 
The  following  educational  T  V  programs  from  WENH- 
TV  Channel  11  are  viewed  as  enrichment  for  the  regu- 
lar classroom  work :  Science,  Music  and  N.  H.  History. 
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REGIONAL  SCHOOL  STUDY: 

The  past  session  of  the  Legislature  enacted  many 
favorable  changes  in  the  Cooperaitve  School  Law,  and 
also  set  up  legislation  for  area  or  regional  schools  to 
better  serve  the  educational  needs. 

The  School  Board  has  placed  an  article  in  the  war- 
rant to  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  appoint  a  plan- 
ning committee  consisting  of  three  qualified  voters  of 
whom  at  least  one  shall  be  a  member  of  the  school 
board.  Other  school  districts  in  the  area  plan  to  have 
a  similar  article  and  then  the  committees  from  two  or 
more  districts  will  form  a  Planning  Board  to  study  the 
possibilities.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Planning  Board 
to  study  the  advisability  of  establishing  an  area  school 
or  forming  a  cooperative  school  district  and  submit 
their  findings  to  the  district  for  action. 

With  the  anticipated  increased  enrollment  at 
Holdemess  Central  School  it  will  only  be  a  few  years 
before  additional  rooms  will  be  necessary. 

As  Superintendent,  I  recommend  that  considera- 
tion be  given  to  an  Area  High  School,  or  Cooperative 
High  School,  and  that  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  be 
included  so  that  each  room  in  the  present  building 
could  then  be  used  for  single  grades  in  a  room. 

The  school  year  of  1962-63  voted  the  organization 
of  a  number  of  Cooperative  Schools,  namely,  the  New- 
found Lakes  Area  Cooperative  at  Bristol,  the  White 
Mountains'  Cooperative  at  Whitefield,  the  Mascoma 
Cooperative  at  Canaan,  and  the  Governor  Wentworth 
Cooperative  at  Wolfeboro. 

COSTS: 

The  property  tax  assessment  for  the  school  year 
1963-64  is  $95,265.73  which  is  65.84%  of  the  total  pro^ 
perty  tax  assessment.  Considering  the  state  as  a 
whole,  an  average  of  fifty-seven  percent  of  all  local 
property  taxes  are  earmarked  for  the  support  of 
schools,  and  one-half  of  all  New  Hampshire  School 
Districts  designate  at  least  65%  of  the  property  tax 
for  school  purposes.  The  school  tax  rate  per  $1000  of 
assessed  valuations  in  Holderness  is  27%  and  the  state 
average  is  29.35%  and  this  is  due  to  the  high  valua- 
tion of  the  Town. 
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CONCLUSION: 

Again  it  is  a  pleasure  to  express  my  appreciation 
to  the  School  Board  and  Teaching  Staff  for  th ear  co- 
operation and  sincere  devotion  to  their  job. 

I  also  wish  to  thank  the  P.  T.  A.,  Selectmen,  High- 
way Department,  Police  and  Transporters  for  their 
continued  help  and  cooperation. 

The  cooperation  and  team  work  is  most  appre- 
ciated and  the  education  of  your  children  is  a  direct 
result  of  the  fine  cooperation  from  all  areas.

The  Holderness  PTA  continues  to  play  an  active 
and  important  part  in  the  school  and  community.  The 
school  health  program  of  the  PTA  makes  it  possible 
for  dental  clinic  and  free  vitamins.  The  PTA  has  made 
it  possible  for  the  school  to  purchase  protective  mats 
for  the  gym  and  scales  for  the  nurses  office.  A  sub- 
stantial amount  of  money  was  raised  at  the  PTA  Fair 
in  December  and  will  be  used  to  purchase  playground 
and  physical  education  equipment.

Mrs.  Corbett,  with  the  help  of  several  mothers, 
has  organized  a  cheerleading  squad  which  is  a  real 
credit  to  their  school. 
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Mr.  Bushnell  has  organized  and  is  teaching  in- 
strumental music  this  year.  The  first  performance  of 
the  band  in  public  was  during  the  Christmas  Pageant. 
We  are  indeed  fortunate  to  be  able  to  offer  this  pro- 
gram to  the  students  in  a  school  the  size  of  Holderness 
Central.  Once  again  the  PTA  came  to  our  aid  and  pur- 
chased music  stands  for  the  band.
